State law requires separate coaches 

r white and colored passengers, 
and all the negroes consequently 
were huddled together. He was surprised 
to find such a heavy negro travel, and, on in- 
vestigation, ascertained that they al! had 
through tickets for St. Louis. He watched 
them and saw the big Afro-American contin- 
gent landed at the Union Depot and taken in

WHAT IT MEANS. 

This importation of colored voters is a 
repetition of the tactics resorted toin 1883 
when the registfation books were crowded 
with the names of fraudulent voters. Dur- 
ing the heavy registration of colored men 
two weeks ago hundreds registered on slips 
provided by the Republican registration 
managers. It is difficult foran inexperienced 
white man to tell one colored 
man from another, when they 
are really black and by reason 
ofthis fact many of them registered more 
than once, giving different names each time. 
The idea of the late importation is to get the 
Arkansas negroes corralled anu vote them on 
the fictitious names already enrolled onthe 
poll-books. This is precisely the same plan 
thabwwas carried out in 1838, when, then as 
now,’ the committees have the necessary 
means pay... the expenses... The 
leaders -who .have-~-charzeé 
of the registration know that the revision is 
to be thorouch this time and they intend to 
have a colored man domiciled in every place 
named intheslipregistrations. Then when 
the reviser calls and opens his book to call 
out names he wiil find colored men on hand 
torespond. Under these circumstances the 
reviser cannot strike off the names.

BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


Estimated Cost of Improving the Arsenal 
Etreet Lewer. 


The Boara of Public Improvements met 
this morning, all the members being present. 
With regard to the petition of property 
owners and others along the line of the 
Arsenal street sewer, which had been re-, 
ferred by the board to the Sewer Commis- 
sioner, the latter reported that the 
matter of shaping and lining 
the sewer at present so as to 


prevent the accumniation of offal from 
slaughter houses and filth from dairles which 
discharged into it would be aone only with 
great difficulty and at a considerable ex- 
pense. There are about 1,500 feet of the 
sewer which will have to be lined and this is 
estimated to cost about $5 per linear foot, or 
$7,500 for the entire work. If an at iy a 
tion of $5,000 is added tothe present fund for 
sewer repairs the Sewer Commissioner 
states that this work could be undertaken at

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Disastrous Conflagration in the 
Suburbs of Chicago. 


Mrs. Ada Butler Leaped From a Win- 
dow to Death. 


JOHN HOWARD, A BAKER, WAS ROASTED 
IN BED. 


A Woman and Child Believed to Have 
Perished—Panic-Stricken Guests of a 
Hotel Narrowly Escape—A Dogen 
Buildings in Ashes—Over a Hundred 
Lives Lost by the Bokhara Wreck— 
Casualties. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Fire that broke out at 4 
o’clock this morning in Englewood, a suburb 
of this city, did damage to the extent of half 
a million dollars. One woman was killed by 
jumping from a thi@i-story window in a 
hotel. Bodies of some of,the guests are sup- 
posedto be still under the debris. Those 
known to have perished are: 

MRS. ADA BUSLER, aged 20, Jumped froma 
window and was kiiled. 

JOHN HOWARD, a Daker. 

Unknown woman and child. 

Those who escaped did so in their night 
robes and had close calls at that. Strong 
winds carried the fames toa house a block 
away, whichso alarmed the people living be- 
tween the two fires, that about twenty fam!- 
lies moved out into the street. A @ozen more 
are homeless and the charity of the people 
has an opportunity of displaying itself. Fire- 
men bDattled manfully for hours toconfine 
the flames within a block, but could not pre- 
vent damage to adjacent buildings from the 
intense heat. 

The half of the block south of Sixty. 
third street, between Wright and Honore, 
was made up for the most part of frame 
buildings. Four brick :structures only were 
inthe row. The corner of Sixty-third and 
Honore was occupied by a frame structure. 
The next four were the brick ones 
and the rest of the block and frame 
buildings. It now has nothing but ruins, 
four brick walls being the only things left 
standing. The first-of the brick bulldings 
was occupied bya paint store, and it was in 
this that the fire originated. It is supposed 
to have been started by spontaneous combus- 
tion of the oil, At any rate the oils furnished 
abundant fuel and added flerceness to the 
fire. 

Above the paint store and the next builld- 
ing, occupying the second and third stories, 
was the Hotel Kent. It had about thirty 
rooms and no less than twenty-five guests 
were there last night. There was an 
unusually strong wind Mowing and the fire 
was fanned so flercely tat the ffirst warning 
the people in the tiouse had was the snapping 
of the glass in their windows. There was no 
time to save anything. Men dashed for the 
doors and women shieked. 

Mrs. Ada Butler, aged about 20 years, 
daughter of the proprietor of the hotel, oc- 
cupled aroom on thethird floor. She was 
awakened by the dense smoke. She found 
the halls filled and turned toward 
the window. In her hight robe 
she leaned out and appealed for 
aid. In the gray dawn she was a pitiable 
looking sight. Firemen and policemen 
below shouted to her notto jump, but she 
either did not hear or she misunderstood 
them. She threw herself headlong and fell 
onthe pavement. Her head struck first and 
she was picked up/a corpse. 

Another unfortunate was an employe in the 
bakery, John Howard, who was roasted to 
death. 

A woman and child seen at a window in one 
of the burning structures have not been ac- 
counted for after the fire and may have per- 
ished. 

The other peopieitnthe hotel went down 
the stairways, but itis feared all did not get 
out. All buttwoorthree had time to dress. 
Nearly all were more or less affected by the 
heat, one man’s full beard being burned to 
his face. 

From the hotel the fiames communicated 
rapidly to each successive building along the 
street. They spread so quickly that almost 
no furniture wassaved. Flames were reach- 
ing nearly across the street, and the fire- 
men turned their attention to the opposite 
buildings, in which the heat had already 
broken all the glass. It looked like the 
whole town was going, and about this time 
the sparks had lodged intheroof of a build- 
ing on Sixty-second street. That spread the 
alarmand about twenty families living be- 
tween the two fires moved into the street. 

Several engines and three trucks are still 
onthe grounds. ‘Trains were delayed until 
the fire was sufficiently under control to 
allow the firemen time to getthe hose ,under 
the tracks. 

Insurance will not come anywhere near 
coveringthe damage. The brick buildings 
were insured, but many of the frame ones 
had no insurance. 


AN ELEPHANT AT LARGE, 


CHICAGO STREET THE SCENE OF A WILD 8TAM- 
PED«“. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 18.—The elephant at Lincoln 
Park wenton the rampage in the usually 
quiet neighborhood of the park about 8 
o’clock this morning. The huge animal, 
which is not yet named, having possibly 
eaten something for breakfast which dis- 
turbed his internal economy, grew suda- 


denly wicked, and breaking away from bis 
corral, started across country as if he were 
back in his native jungle. Right through 
trees and shrubbery, tramping them 
fiat with the earth in his wild 
career, the huge beast tore across the 
park toClark street, then south to Wisconsin, 
making the air hideous with his discordant 
trumpetings and shaking the buildings as he 
passed. He turned on Sedgwick and con- 
tinued his way to Center avenue, followed by 
an immense crowd of people. Horses and 
men ran in wild afright tocover as the ele- 
phant passed. A miik wagon was passing its 
accustomed course on Sedgwick street. The 
elephant struck it and knocked it a dozen 
yards away, spreading milk cans and 
driver promiscuously on the ground and kill- 
ing the horse. ‘The man was badly hurt also. 
Horses on the street cars stampeded and 
there were numerous narrow escapes of pas- 
sengers irom injury. Atlast, at Center and 
and Clark streets, the keeper succeeded in 
heading off the animal and throwinga num- 
ber of lines about him, brought him to a full 
stop by making them fast to a stout tree. 
After futile efforts to escape again the ele- 
pbant quieted down and was finally led back 
quietly tothe park. Fully 5,000 Fp as- 
sembled at the capture and followed the 
elepbant back to his quarters In the park. 


LOST IN A TEMPEST. 


ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-TWO PERISH ON 
THE BOKHARa. 


HoncG Kone, Oct. 18.—The chief officer of 
the Peninsula & Oriental Steam Navigation 
Co.’s steamer Bokhara, which was lost in 
the Fu Kien Channel, has arrived here. He 
reports that the steamer struck at midnight

oct. 10. The steamer ran into the storm be- 
fore dark and would probably have come 
through all right had it not been 
for the seas boarding her. The water 
poured in torrents through the 


hatchings and down the compantonways 
leading tothe fire room, ®Xtinguishing the 
fires. The steamer then becams helpless. 
The chief officer, whe isan old navigator in 
Chinese waters, says he never saw sucha 
tremendous sea running. The. boats were 
either smashed or carried off the davits be- 
fore the vessel struck. Stanchions, bul- 
warks, ventilators and all the deck fittings 
were broken off and and Swept overboard. 
The deckhouses were stove and everything in 
the saloon was afioat. When the steamer 
struck she sank almost immediately. Her 
spar deck was awash, however, and had it 
not been forthis it is probable that every 
soul on board of her would have been lost. 
The officers and crew, both European and 
Lascars, behaved splendidly. he coal 
heavers and stockers remained at their 

osts until the water began to quench the 

resand until they were summoned. above 
by the engineers. The sallors obeyed with 
alacity every order given them, though: it 
was almost all their lives Were worth to walk 
the decks, notwithstanding that life lines 
had been stretched fore and aft. Seaman- 
ship and ovedience to orders, however, could 
not save the steamer, for, with her fires out, 
she drifted like a log to herdoom. Of the 
crew, 102 are missing, and littie, if any, 
doubt is entertained thatthey were drowned, 
forifany of them had reached the shore 
throughthe surf the way it was running 
it would have been miraculous.

WALKED OFF A TRAIN, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct, 18.—Bernard J. Green, 
a well-Known citizen of Philadelphia anda 
member of Select Council in that city, fell 
from a special train on the Pennsylvania 
road about 7 o’clock this morning 
while passing Benn’s Creek, near Johns- 
town. He was picked up by workmen and 
taken to the Johnstown Hospital, where 
physicians pronounce his injuries as fatal. 
Mr. Green was incompany of fellow mem- 
bers of Philadelphia Council, Mayor Stewart 
of Philadelphia and Gov. kKeynolds of 
Delaware, en route to attend the opening 
ceremonies of the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition in Chicago. Itisnot yet known how 
the accident occurred, but it is supposed 
that Green walked from the train in his 
Sleep. That Mr. Green’s mishap was 
yet unknown to his traveling compan- 
ions when the train passed through this city 
is evidenced by the fact that there was no 
mention of his disappearance,and no inquir 
concerning him until after the train had left 
this city.

GOULD’S REPLY 


The Magnate Heard From on the 
Telegraphers’ Strike. 


An Important Conference Being Held 
This Afternoon. 


GOULD SUPPOSED TO HAVE CUT DOWN 
THE INCREASE RECOMMENDED. 


The Order fora Strike of the Santa Fe 
Operators Yesterday Said to Have 
Been Bogus—Grand Chief Ramsey’s 
Explanation—What Some Railroad Of- 
ficials Think—Ramsey’s Departure for 
Chicago—To-Day’s Developments. 


Jay Gould las been heard from in regard to 
the Missouri Pacific telegrapnhers’ demands. 
His action, however, is sttll kept a 
secret by the Missouri Pacific officials. 
When the committee of Missouri Pacific 
Rallway telegraphers first called upon the 
Missouri Pacific officials the increase of 
salaries demanded were soenormous that 
they were not considere d. Several 
conferences were held and the committee, 
after considerable argument based on 
facts and figures, were induced 
to lower the schedule calling fora raise 
of $60,000. With some reluctance the com- 
mittee decided to agree tothe raise, inas- 
much asit had been recognized by the Mis- 
sour! Pacific officials as a committee repre- 
senting the O. R. T. Assistant General 
Manager George C. Smith informed the 
committee that he had power to act no 
further untll he had heard from New York, 
but would recommend a raise to Jay 
Gould of $40,000and would lay the circum- 
stances before him by letter and the com. 
mittee would have to await Mr. Gould’s 
reply before any definite action could be 
taken. The spokesman of. the committee 
informed Mr. Smith that the telegraphers 
would not consent to a $40,000 raise, but 
would take no action until word had 
been received from New York. The much 
desired information was received early this 
morning from Jay Gould in which he 
gives his opinion of the situation 
and besides asking for further information, 
states the amount of the raise he 
will agree to under the present cir- 
cumstances, which, it is rumored, is 
about half what is demanded. Just as soon 
as Mr. Smith received information from Mr. 
Gould he consulted with several 
Missouri Pacific officials, and at 
11:30 o’clock sent a messenger boy 
to the Grievance Committee conveying to the 
committee that he would meet it at 1:30 
o’clock, at which time he would read 
the final answer of the company in 
regard to the concessions asked, direct from 
Mr. Jay Gould. At the appointed time every 
member of the committee entered the 
Equitabie Building and were ushered into 
Mr. Smith’s private office. The conference 
is still in session, butasto what will be the 
outcome’ cannot be determined. At 2 
o’clock Mr. Smith saw a PosT-DISPATCH fre- 
porter in person and informed him that he 
and the commilttee were arguing the state 
of affairs over, and nould prob- 
ably not reach a conCrusion for 
some hours. He expressed a hope of settling 
the difficulty amicably and with entire satis- 
faction to all parties concerned, but it 
leaked out that the committee was 
not satisfied with Mr. Gould’s answer and 
even if the present agreement, which 
is bein resented to them, is signed, 
that COnle Ramsey has the power 
to order a “strike after giving the 
company three days notice. The. Missouri 
Pacific officials all over the Equitable Bulld- 
ing are uneasy frame of 
mind, few minutes the 
door to Smith’s office is 
being opened by department clerks anxious 
to know if any decision has been reached. 
The result of the conference 
is being eagerly sought for, which 
however, can not be obtained until an ad- 
journment is had. Chief Ramsey, 
who is in Chicago, is being  in- 
formed hourly what is being ac- 
complished at the conference and just as 
soon as some definite understanding is had, 
a inform the committee what action to 
take. 

WAS IT A MISTAKE. 

The telegram sent out yesterday morning, 
signed Dan G. Ramsey Grand Chief of the 
Order of Rallway jTelegraphers, ordering out 
the operators on the Sata Fe, was not 
corrected until late yesterday evening, 
several hours after it was known to have 
beena bogus dispatch. This was duetoa 
combination ofcircumstances. At 10 o’clock 
Mr. Ramsey walked from the operating 
rooms in the Equitable building up the 
steps into Superintendent of ‘Telegraphy 
Hammonda’s room where he read a belletin, 
which requested all men on the Santa 
Fe to leave their keys at 10 
o’clock. Whenaskedif he was only jesting 
about the affair, he said: ‘**‘Not much, boys; 
here isthe telegram that has gone all over 
the line, and you will notice that my name is 
signed toit.’’ Withthis remark, he left the 
building, and did not return until about 
noon, when be was told that telegrams had 
been received from the West declaring that 
the order purportingito be issued by him was 
a forgery, and was sent out by a man named 
Johnson from Dodge City. 

‘*No, It’s not a forgery,’’ said Chief Ram- 
sey. ‘‘l have received information from the 
West also, andI knowthat story about the 
order being a forgery came from a railway 
official named Robinson. Itis nota forgery 
and was ordered by me through Mr. Tobey of 
Kansas City. Icould not look after the mat- 
ter here and there also, solhave Tobey act 
forme. You can say that the orderfora 
strike is not a forgery.’’ 

Mr. Ramsey, who was in company with the 
committee of Missouri Pacific Rall- 
way telegraphers at the time, entered 
Mr. Geo, CC. Smith’s office to await 
the returnsfrom New York. At. 6 o’clock 
last night, however, Mr. Ramsey learned 
that his order was a forgery after hearing 
from Mr. E. 8. Tobey of Kansas Olty, his 
authorized representative, and he at once 
sentthe following telegram to Santa Fe 
operators: 

Tobey says Santa Fe strike was unauthorized, I 
immediately order all exce pt Guif-Colorado men to 
resume work. D. G. RAMSEY. 


When Mr. Ramsey was asked why he did 


not ascertain earlier in the day why the. 


order was issued and whom by, he 
was nonplussed for awhile and 
hurried to air. Hammond to make an ex 
planation. He-stated that he had left orders 
with his deputy, Mr. E. 8S, Tobey of Kansas 
City, toissue the order and sigu his name to 
it ifthe Santa Fe didn’t grant certain con- 
cessions within a given length of time, 

‘‘When the telegram was handed me,’’ 
said Mr. Ramsey, ‘‘I glanced over it, and 
thought Mr. Tobey had only carried out my 
instractions. I received, several telegrams 
asking meif the order Was genuine, and I 
answered all of them that it was. I was 
busy with the committee at the time 
or I would have investigated the 
matter. You may be _ sure I was 
surprised when I heard by wire from Tobey 
informing me that he had not sent out such 
anorder. As quickly as I possibly could, I 
made the correction.’’ 

HAVE BEEN SUSPICIOUS.

RAMSEY’S DEPARTURE. 

As to just how Mr. Ramsey regards the 
Missouri Pacific situation, no one knows but 
himself and probably several members of 
the Grievance Committee. After ordering 
men back to work on the Santa Fe last 
night, he commenced to make preparations 
to leave for Chicago, Before his departure 
he called upon Mr. Hammond and, after 
handing that gentleman his address, he re- 
marked that if there should be any trouble on 
the Missouri Pacific to-day a telegram 
would reach him at the address 
left with him. After looking at the littie slip 
of paper, Mr. Hammond filed it, and turning 
to Grand Chief Ramsey said, ‘‘I’ll preserve 
the address, but I hardly think I will have 
occasion touseit. Ihave been mixed up in 
these little differences before, and should we 
experience any serious trouble, we will be 
able to take care of the dead and wounded, 
as we have hospitals all along the line.’’ 

REFUSED TO GO BACK. 
hief Ramsey’s order for all operators 
on the Santa Fe to return to work 
is regarded by a number of operators as a 
hoax, who yet [regard the same as not being 
genuine. The operators at Las Vegas, 

; ., after receiving the dispatoh 
ordering them to quit work, left their 
keys, and notwithstanding the telegram sent 
out later inthe day from Mr. Ramsey order- 
ingallmen back to work, informing them 
that the previous order was bogus, 
it has created a confusion all over the sys- 
tem, some operators refusing to return 
to work while others in the 
first lace refused to leave their 
keys. elegrams have been received in 
St. Louls to-day for Mr. Ramsey 
from Las — informing him of 
the state oO afiairs, which have 
been forwarded to him at Chicago, and it Is 
probable that in the course of a few hours he 
will have traffic moving once more on the 
New Mexico Division.

At Work Again. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 19.—All the operators 
along the main line are now at work, but the 
disastrous effects of the bogus dis- 


patch ordering the strike was much 
more far reaching in its results, 
At the general offices of the Santa Fe system 
the latest reports from the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railway were thatthe 500 operators on that 
division of the system were still out and re- 
fused to return to work. The men here do 
not understand why this action has heen 
taken, and explanation 
offered is men having 
once quit not like to 
confess taemselves hoaxed, or they do not 
belleve thatthe dispatch ordering them to 
return to work is genuine. The operators 
here fear that serious damage has been done 
their order. ‘ihe impression prevails that 
the heads of departments in the telegra- 
phers’ association have been too careless and 
did not take the necessary precautions to 
prevent mistakes. Unless the Atlantic & 
Pacific operators return it will probably 
cause a division in the organization of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers. The men 
here insist that Barker should be prosecuted, 
and the raltilroad officials say that pro- 
ceedings can only be instituted through Chief 
Ramsey, whose name was forged, and they 
will let the matter arop as far as they are 
concerned. With the Gulf, Colorado & Santa 
Fe and Atlantic & Pacific operators out and 
the main line operators standing by the com- 
pany, Chief Ramsey will be ina predicament.

Supt. Potter Removed From the Home- 
stead Mills. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 18.—John A. Potter Is 
no longer Superintendent of the Homestead 
works of the Carnegie Co. His con- 
nection with that plant was severed this 
morning. Mr. Potter has been 


appointed Chief Mechanical En- 
gineer of the Carnegie Associa- 
tion, with offices in Pittsburg. Mr. Charles 
M. Schwab, general superintendent of the 
Edgar Thomson Steel Works at Braddock, 
has been appointed general superintendent 
of the Homestead Works, and Mr. James 
Gayley has been appointed superintendent of 
the Edgar Thomson Steel Works at Braddock. 
The changes came as a surprise, although 
the removal of Mr. Potter from the Home- 
stead plant has been frequently hinted at. 
Itis well knownthat Mr. Potter wasex- 
tremely unpopular with the workmen at 
Homestead, many of the old employes hav- 
ing declared that they would never underany 
circumstances return to work under Mr. 
Potter’s management. Now that he has been 
succeeded by General Manager Schwab, who 
is a very popular official it is claimed by 
the men that the removai of Mr. Potter is the 
last resort of the Carnegie company to win 
back ‘the confidence of their old employes 
and bréak thestrixe. Secretary Lovejoy of 
the Carnegie company sald this 
afternoon that the changes made 
to-day are in the nature of merited pro- 
motions; the changes will not affect the 
attitude of the company toward the strikers 

and that no thought was taken towar 

placating the men. This morning’s paper 
published the names of eleven Homestead 
strikers who, it Issaid, would return to work 
to-day. Up to noon, however, but two of 
the strikers, and they laborers, had gone to 
work in the mill.

Hon, John W. Foster, Secretary of State: 

Your Excellency’s very polite message, which 
was transmitted to me by Cardinal Gibbons, was 
forwarded by me te the Holy Father without delay. 
His Holiness has learned how great was the grati- 
fication felt by the President of this great Republic 
at the prospect of receiving the Columbus 

ecords, which will be seut by the 
Holy See to the Exposition, whicn is to be heli next 
year at Chicago in honor of the immortal discoverer 
of America. The august Pontiff felt certain that the 
United States Government would spare no pains to 
preserve the precious objects that are to be intrusted 
toitfromany mishap and he returns his thanks 
forthe kind offer that bas been made for their 
transportation and-for the free passage of the person 
whois to havecharge of them. In the meantime 
His Holiness, who has so many reasons to eutertain 
special regard for the United States Guvernment, on 
account of the liberty which is enjoyed in the 
said States by the Catholic church, and 
who justly admires the enterprise and prog- 
ress of that country, has decided to 
be represented at the public demonstrations which 
are to be held there in hanor of the Genoese here 
on the fourth centenary of his memorabie 
discovery by a person who is no less 
distinguished bv his personal qualities than by 
his grade in the ecclesiastical hierarchy. This per- 
son is Mgr. Francisco Setolli, Archbishop of Le- 
panto, a prelate who is highly to be esteemed on

Canadian Annexationists Must Seek 
Asylum in America, 


TAIL-TWISTING AND SYMPATHY FOR 
IRELAND DENOUNCED. 


Violent Outbreak by a Government Organ 
~—Status of the Various Expeditions in 
Africa—Collision Between Austrian 
and Russian Guards on the Frontier— 
General Foreign News. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Oct 18.—One of the 
strongest newspaper supporters of the Do- 
minion Government, in an editorial on the 
annexation movement, says: ‘‘Annexation 
cannot ever be without strife. A great ma- 
jority of Canadians are bullt that way. They 
would sooner fight than bea part of the 
United States. Not that they hate the United 
States, but they much prefer to be Canadians 
ofthe British Empire. The United States ig 
full of § tail-twisters. The Government 
of the United States goes into the 
tail-twisting mania on frequent occa- 
Sions, and the conspiracy to dissever 
Ireland from Engiand had its headquar- 
ters inthe United States. These are hard 
and undeniable facts. He, therefore, whois 
a Canadian and argues for annexation is 
arguing for civil war; he is stirring up civil 
strife, and just as sure as annexation is per- 
sisted in strife willcome. When strife, civil 
strife, breaks out it breaks out unexpect- 
edly and in unlooked-for places, but it will 
come. Let these men then understand 
whither they are drifting. Ifthey are wise 
they will cease their troubling or they will 
seek a place of rest under the flag they much 
love. They are free to depart, to joinin 
their much-talked-of exodus. But if they 
stop here and continue their treason and 
their promptings of mad mentodo an overt 
act, they must take the consequences.’’ 


CONQUERING AFRICA, 


STATUS OF THE EXPEDITIONS AGAINST THE WaA- 
TIVES. 


Lonpown, Oct. 18.—The Marquis of Lorne, in 
a published letter, makes a strong protest 
against the Government abandoning Uganda. 
He declares that neitherthe present Cabinet 
nor the previous Cabinets, nor the British 
East Africa Co. can shirk res ponsi- 
bility for the occupation of Uganda. 
The Compaigne Fraissenet of Paris state 
they have advices showing that the French 
forces operating against the King of Daho- 
mey have met with unexpected resistence 
near Cana. Baron Von Seden, Governor of 
German East Africa, has telegraphed that 
Lieut. Bruening and four men were killed on 
Oct.6in a conflict with @ number of the 
Wahehetribe. Theattack was made upon 
the Germans in the open country near 
Kilossa, andthe reports that the Wahehes 
had pillaged the German station at Nip- 
wapwa were incorrect. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


SOLLISION BETWEEN AUSTRIAN AND RUSSIAN 
* GUARDS, 

VIENNA, Oct. 18.—An encounter is reported 
between Austrian and Russian troops ©n the 
Galician frontier. The Austrian ‘sentinels 
stationed on the frontier near Belzac refused 
to admit some Russian-Polish emigrants into 
Austrian territory, onthe ground that the 
passports exhibited by the emigrants were 
defective. The Cossack Guards on the Rus- 
sian side of the boundary were anxious'to get 
rid of the emigrants and protested against 
the action of the Austrians. <A shot was fired 
which Killed one of the Austrians. Shots and 
bayonet thrusts were then exchanged. The 
Russians at length fled.

‘Dr. Brouardel reports that the outbreak of 
cholera in Marseilles resulted from the pollu- 
tion of drinking water with sewage. Meas- 
ures havé been taken to remedy this defect. 
Nine suspicious deaths were reported in Mar- 
seilles on Sunday.’ The total number of 
deaths from cholera in France since April is 
3,184.

DISPUTE THE DATE. 


—— 


Did Congress Err in Naming Oct. 21 
for the Columbian Celebration ? 


REASONS GIVEN BY THE SPECIAL coM. 
MITTEE OF THE HOUSE. 


Oct. 21 Decided On for Scientific Accu- 
racy—Reasons Given Why the Old Date 
of Oct. 12 Should Be Adhered To—Con- 
tentions in a Most Interesting Chrono- 
logical Controversy. 


The Columbian puzzle seems tobe as far 
from solution as ever. The Post-DISPATCH 
presents for the distraction of its readers the 
report of the gelect Congressional committee 
on Senator Hill’s billto change the date of 
the dedication of the building. AS 
will be seen, the committee advance 
a reason for th® change, saying that 
at the time of the discovery the Julian 
Calendar was nine days behind the right 
time, and that a change of nine days is 
necessary to right matters. This briefly 
stated is the scientific ground on which the 
committee stands. Therearea great many 
people who are disposed to contravert this. 
ge fullreport of the Committee is as fol- 
Ows: 


THE COMMITTEE REPORT. 

The Select Committee on the Columbian Exposit- 
tion, to whom was referred Senate bili 3394, having 
had the same under consideration, recommend its 
passage. 

The following reasons have led the committee to 
this view: 

1. The desirability of accuracy. Oct. 12, of the 
year 1492, wasthe dayin the accepted chronology 
of his time when Columbus discovered America, but 
the chronology in uselin 1492 was the inaccurate 
/ulian calendar. This calendar, arranged under 
Julius Cesar, made the solar year to consist of 365% 
days, whereas in truth the solar year is 11 minutes 
14 seconds less than 365% days. During the lapse 
of centuries this trifling inaccuracy had swelled to 
nine days by the time of the discovery. 

Nearly a century later, in 1582..when the inac- 
curacy had grown to ten days, the European cal- 
endar was reformed, the corrected calendar bearing 
the name of the Gregorian calendar. The Gregorian 
calendar corrected the defect by dropping the ac- 
cumulations of superfluous days from the calendar, 
and by making every centurial yeara common year, 
uniess divided by , whereas by the Julian cal- 
endar every year (centurial year included) divisible 
by 4 wasaleap year. Thus by the new style of com- 

utation the years 1500, 1700 and 1800 were not 
eap years. 

American precedentsare alsoto be named as an 
additional reason for the adoption of the ‘‘new 
style’’ of reckoning the date of discovery. The 
Gregorian calendar was not introduced into Great 
Britain until 1751, ignorance and prejudice defeat- 
ing the change up tothattime. Consequently it has 
been necessary to correct the dates of our American 
anniversaries which commemorate the events up to 
1751. Washington was born Feb. 11, ‘*old style.’’ 
but by the ‘*new style’’ his birthday falls on the 
22d, whichisthe day we celebrate. The anniver- 
sary of Forefather’s Day and of the founding of the 
7 of Bostonare both observed on the corrected 

ates. 

Solongasthe date of the 
was not regarded as ananniversAary to be celebrated 
the inadvertence by which it had not been corrected 
toconform to the Gregoriau calendar was not no- 
ticed. Bnt now that the anniversary is to be ob- 
served it seems imperative, in the name of scientific 
accuracy, that the correct anniverisarv be named, 
Oct. i2, 1892, will be nine days less than 400 years 
fromthe discovery of America. But on Oct, 21, 
1892, the 400 years will have fully elapsed. 

The act of Congress of April 25, 1810, set Oct. 
12, 1892, as the date for the dedication of the 
grounds of the Exposition, for the 
supposed reason that it was the 400th anniversary of 
the discovery of America. But now that schotarship 
has made the above facts familiar, it would seem un- 
fortunate fora demonstration under the patronage 
of the Federal Government to be held on the incor- 
rect date and theerrorbe further perpetuated in 
history. 

2. The desirability of unanimity. The joint reso- 
lution of the _ present Congress, approved 
June 29, 1892, directed the President 
to prociaim Oct. 21 as the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America, to b+ cele- 
brated by tne people in all these localities. This 
prociamation has been issued. The Government 
thus has alreadv named two dates, nine days apart, 
for the celebration of our quadro-centennial. This 
absurd discrepancy would insure confusion in the 
minds of the people, would detract from the power 
both of the general celebration of the people and of 
the Federal celebration in Chicago, which ought to 
be simultaneots, and would thus rob the great occa- 
sion of much of its dignity as well asits unanimity. 

In the interest of making the national celebration 
of the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America both harmonious and impressive, it has 
seemed to this committee that the date of the cul- 
minating exercises connected with the dedication of 
the Exposition grounds should be made toconform 
to the now accepted date of the four hundreth anni- 
versary of the discovery, Oet. 21. on which the 
Government has appointed the general celebration 
by the people of the United States. 

The Select Committee on the Columblan Fxposi- 
tion therefore favorably recommend bill 8. 3394 
and recommend its passage. 

FR. CONNOLLY OBJECTS. 

Rev. J. J. Connolly, pastor of st. Teresa’s 
Church, was the first to take exception to 
this explanation. According to him this 
ground is entirely untenable. When seen 
yesterday he reasoned as follows: ‘‘There 
are only two ways of reckoning time. One 
must have recourse elther to the Julian or 
Gregorian calendar. The Julian calendar 
was the only one extant at the time of the 
discovery of America by Columbus. Pope 
Gregory XIII., nearly a century later, found 
that the calander was incorrect, and thatthe 
world had, through an incorrect method of 
reckoning, fallen ten days behind the proper 
time. The exact import of his discovery will 
be realized if one remembers that had the 
Julian calerdar remained uncorrected Christ- 
mas at some future time would happen along 
in autumn and Easter inthe middleof win 
ter. Thatisfor peoplein the north temper- 
ate zone. He corrected the matter by arop- 
ping out the ten days between Oct, 4 and 15, 
1582. Mind, he didnot shove forward any 
dates, but simply let everything stand, sim- 
ply putting those ten days intooblivion. That 
he was correct is proved by the fact that the 
ensuing Vernal equinox fell on March 21, the 
date on which it had occurred in the year 825

Then to 
Pope Gregory Oct. 22 of the Jullan year was 
the cerrect anniversary of the Columbian 
discovery. He then, to avold the inaccuracy 
and confusion that would arise from a chang- 
ing of dates, simply dropped those ten days 
out of the calendar and made Uct. 12 the ex- 
act anniversary of the day of discovery.’”’ 

‘‘Why did England change dates when the 
change was made to conform to the 
Gregorian calendar?’’ 

‘*‘I don’t think they changed any dates,’’ 
said Fr. Connolly. ‘‘The Americans are the 
only people who have attempted it, a to 
my way of thinking they haveno reason for 
so doing.’’

MAN OF THE MOUNTAINS. 


William Kehoe, the Pennsylvania Hermet 
—Seven Years’ Solitude. 


HASLETON, Pa., Oct. 18.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of William Kehoe 
has been cleared up, andthe supposed dead 
man is alive and well. 

Kehoe, who was reputed wealthy, and was 
known as the King of Woolismen, disappeared 
October, 1885. He left home presumably 
for the forest, where he had a number of 
choppers employed. 

Nothing was seen of him by the workmen, 
and after an exhausiive but fruitless search 
of the mountains it was generally believed 


that he had been murdered, and that his 
body had been thrown into an abandoned 
mine hole, 

A reward for the apprehension of his mur.- 
dererjwas offered and the search was con- 
tinued for overa year, but without success. 

A hunter fromgSilver Brook came from the 
mountains yesterday and reported that he 
had found Kehoe. 

He said that, following the dog, he had 
traveled out to Pitch Mountain. Suddenly 
the dog yelped as if in distress. When the 
hunter came up he was astonished to see 
what appeared to bean Indian mound sur- 
rounded by a stockade, over which hung sev- 
eral skins, 
mNo entrance was visible, so he climbed to 
the top of the stockade. 

Standing in the door of the inclosed hut was 
& man, rifle in hand, clad in sin, his long, 
unkempt hair hanging about his shoulders, a 
shaggy beard covering his face. 

Neither spoke tor a moment. Then the 
strange man suddenly aimed his rifie at the 
intruder, who, In token of surrender,dropped 
his gum inside the stockade. He was ordered 
to get down. . 

‘As he didsothe hermit caught him rudely 
by the shoulder, and the hunter, thinking he 
had grappled with a wild man, prepared for 
a desperate struggle. But the hermit lowered 
his weapon, extended his nand, and told him 
he was the first man he had spoken toin 
seven years and said he was William Kehoe. 

The hunter was then admitted into the but. 
Skins of wild animals'hung from pegs on the 
outer walls and covered the floor inside. 

Kehoe evinced nointerest in the outside 
world, and inquired only after gameon the 
mountains. 

When questioned about returning to civili- 
zation he said his present quarters were good 
enough, and his dogs sufficient company. 

The hunter was then shown the door and 
invited toleave. He lost no time in. making 
Known his discovery. His story was dis- 
credited by many, but it has been verified by 
others who have visited the place and seen 
the hut, though they saw nothing of its pro- 
prietor,
